tire Ruine and Deftruétion of France, and 
the devouring whole Provinces of it for our 
felves. 

[ FORESEE the Difcontents of thefe 
People, when they fhall fiod a Peace made, 
without great Indentures into the Heredis 
tary Dominions of France, without large 
Portions taken from them and allotted to 
us; and for this Reafon I endeavour’d to 
make it plain, that we Fighe mor for Con- 
queft but FOR PEACE, and chat Peace 
with Safety, or in the Duke of Mar}borough’s 
Words, 4 firm end folid Peace, is not only 
what we feek, but all that we ought to feek, 
ind all that we need defire. 

If 1 thought preventing future Cavilsand 
Difcontents at home, which fome are verg 
diligent to lay the Ground: Plot of a {uiticient 
Argument to me, to Attempt fetting Men 

to 


to rights in their Jadgments ; I hope thofe 
who have excepted my Endeavours for 
Peace at Home when the occafion was plain- 
er, will have Charity enough, to fee me 
purfuing the fame defign in a remoter view, 
and bear with my undire&ed Method, till 
they may fairly determine the Sincerity of 
’ the Doétrine by the Application 4 as tor 
Cavilling and Railing, I think it of no 
_ weight to deferve a Reply.

War, tho’ it had lafted mzny Ages, and colt 


us many Millions more than ic has. 


Nor is it fo inits felf only, but more fo 
to us, than. to any Nation in the World ; 
We can get more by Pcace than any Nation, 
and we lof more‘for want of it than any 
Nation 5 Why have the French fo many Pri- 


 Vateers more than we 3 and why do they get 


fo much by that Thieving Trade ? The rea- 


fon is plain, every corner of the Seais full 
of our Ships, ard onr Wealth circulates 


thre? every- Nation 3 but an Englifh Priva- 


vateer may Cruize upon-the Ocean three 
Months, and not meet a Frenchman; we 


| have moft tolofe, and therefore they have 
_ moft opportunity to get, and for this very 


reafon, if there wereno other, we get more 
by Peace than they, becaufe we lofe more 


i by War. 


In the Confideration, and due Refle&ti- 
on therefore, on the vaft Advaatage of 
Peace to thefe Nations, and yet how Ig- 


 norant fome People are pleas’d to be, as 


- to thofe they call remote Advantages, I 


thought my felf fafficiently juftifi'd, in let- 
ting, thefe Gentlemen fee what we are a 
dving, that when Peace fhall appear to be 
the End, and the Reward of all our Blood 
and Treafure, they mayno more ask, bow 


we have got by it? 


Nor have I enter’d into the Terms ¢* - 
Peace bur in general, and with the fame de- 


fign,to diftinguifh between Reducing the 


Exorbitant Power of France, and Reducing 


France it felfas a Kingdom. Ie is not for imé 
to prefcribe tomy Superiours, mor dol fee 
any thing which looks like it, when I feem 
to Traverfe the Grofs of thofe Demands, 
which all Europe have to make onthe K. 
of France, 

_ Uam purfuing every Argument, that I 
linagine lyesin the way of fuch a Conclu- 
fion to this War, that all Men maybe con- 
tented with ———= In this I follow the 
Vein of that Golden Mine of PEACG E, 
which Tam always purfuing; and I cannoe 
but perfwade my’ felf, that thofe who be- 
lieve me fincere in the Defign will agree to 
the Methed, or bear with a well meaning 
Miftake. OM 

Certainly my Terms of Peace confift of 
Articles fufliciently mortifying to France, to 
clear me of any. Sufpition, that I would be 
pleas'd with a Peace lefs fufficient than Ex- 
gland can obtain or ought to expeét 3 could 
we fee France once reduc’d to parting with 
all his ill gotten Ground, reftore the Li- 
berty of the Proteftant Religion in his own 
Dominion, and fettling aUniverfal Tarriff 
of Trade, a general Guarantee, agreed on 
by the whole Confederacy, for the keeping 
him to the performance and cautionary 
Towns, given tu the Proteftants for their 
Security; { verily believe Europe would 
fleep in quiet, without any Apprehenfious 
of his recovering his Power. 

And: though Peace may be made fhort of 
thefe great Actainments, yet I may be free 
to fay, nofuch Peaceas the Duke of Marl- 
borough means, no firm and folid Peace .can 
be made, but what muft have its fhare of 
all thefe and the larger fhare the more firm: 
and Solid. 

Were this once obtain’d, methinks it 
mult be a very proper Speculation for the 
King of France, to look back upon $0 Years 
of his paft Reign, and fee what he has been 
a doing in the World. 

How vaia all thofe great Aétions, for 
which ‘he has .obtain’d the Name of Glo- 
rious and Invincible, have been in cheir own 
Nature, how weak in Defign, and how 
much more Difhonourable in their Conclu- 
fion,. than if they had never been under- 
taken. - How 
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How afew Yearshave unravell’d all that 
Webof Grandeur, which he*had fpun out 
of the Bowels of his own Neighbouring 
Conuntries, with which he had wrapt him- 
felf asinaGolden Mantle, out-fhining the 
Loftce of all his kind, and how having far 
for a very long Tratt of Time, ofer-run 
the World with Blood, Devaftations and 
Terror Providence that mounted him upon 
the Wings of Glory, has fet him down juft 
where he.took bimup, and he has now lei- 
fure to fee that all his Life time he has besn 
doing, juft nothing. 

It cannot but be particularly ‘Mortifying 
to him to Refleét upon the Seas of Blood he 
has fpilr, the Ruin’d Countries, the Im- 
menfe Treafures, and the Innumerable Op- 
preffions of his Reign, meerly to Erest that 
Gaudy Trifle we call Greatne/s, and how it 
has rous’d the World at veft Expence, to 
convince him, that his Fame is as Mortal as 
his Perfon, and may dye long before him, 
that he is far from being what his Fiatte- 
rers have Carefs’'d him with inviscible, and 
that a Mediocrity of Glory had been for 
him a much happier Station. 

I offer thefe Speculations to thofe Gen~ 
tlemen, as well as to the French King, who 
thick Humane Greatnefs the Effeé only of 
Wumane Policy, and that the hand of Pro. 
@dence concerns it felt notin thefe things. 

As tothe Grandeur of France,as it rofe 
by Oppreffion, it falls by Violence, and fo 
will all that Power fink, which fets it {elf 
up Independent of Heaven. 
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
